Football Season of 1942 

Ray L. Jackson, Coach Harold Shapiro, Assistant Coach 


Football practice pushed up steam in a hurry 
this fall. Coach Jackson found a new assistant 
in the person of Harold Shapiro — a graduate of 
Illinois — who replaced R. P. Geddes. Geddes 
left Alton High for Western Military on 
September 1. 

Despite the fact that Metz, Lumpkin and 
Harrison made up the total of lettermen re- 
turning to the squad, Coach Jackson found 
Hertenstein, Veit, Roberts, Moore, McCarroll 
and Aulabaugh — six boys with considerable 
experience. By the time of our first game at 
Benld on September 25, eight of these boys 
were in the starting line-up and Roberts was 
out of play for the season with a broken arm. 
The three who had come to the front to win 
starting positions with the seven above were 
Chamness, Gould and Beall. The first half 
looked as if the Redbirds might lose since they 
trailed 6-0. Late in the third quarter Tom Beall 
scooped in a pass from Jim Moore and twisted 
his way 28 yards for a touchdown. In the 
fourth quarter McCarroll ran a Benld punt 
from our 25 to their 20 and a few plays later 
McCarroll scored. Alton 12, Benld 6. 

October 2, opened conference play at home 
with the East St. Louis Flyers, who wound up 
the season again conference winners. The Red- 
birds held their opponents the first half but 
gave up a touchdown in the third quarter 
when East Side connected on a good pass. 
The final East Side marker in the fourth quarter 
came after they intercepted an Alton pass. The 
Redbirds kept East Side worried most of the 
game and once in the first half lost the ball on 
East Side's 3 yard line. Alton 0, East St. 
Louis 13- 

October 9 found the Redbirds at Belleville — 
the team who was looked upon at this time as 
having first chance at Conference honors. The 
Maroons crashed through in the first half for 
26 points. The half ended just in time to cost 
the Redbirds a touchdown as they had driven 
from Belleville’s 47 yard line to their 2 foot 
line in two plays. This drive gave the Red- 
birds confidence and in the second half McCarroll 
and Beall each completed a touchdown drive 
but Belleville also scored twice to leave the final 
count Alton 12, Belleville 39. 


October 16 found Collinsville’s Kahoks in 
Alton and intent on giving the Redbirds an- 
other conference loss. The local squad felt 
otherwise about it and went to work early in 
the game after Collinsville drove to the Red- 
bird 25- Scoring started in the second quarter 
after Lumpkin and Aulabaugh recovered an 
Alton punt when the Kahoks fumbled on their 
15. A pass from Moore to Beall, in the end 
zone, was good. Collinsville threatened several 
times with a passing attack and it looked to be 
headed for a touchdown late in the second 
quarter. Harvey Veit spoiled the Kahok fun 
when he grabbed a Collinsville pass and ran 
92 yards to score. In the third quarter Tom 
Beall got a spot of grand assistance from the 
line and reeled off a 72 yard touchdown run. 
Alton 19, Collinsville 0. 

October 22 found the Redbirds at Granite 
City. The game started with a Redbird rush 
and before Granite’s Warriors suspected what 
was up a long pass from McCarroll to Harrison 
was good for a touchdown and extra point was 
place-kicked by McCarroll. At this point the 
sad Warriors took over and they had made 
themselves Happy Warriors by the end of the 
half when they led 19-7 although Alton was 
in possession of the ball on Granite’s 6 yard 
line as the half ended. Play was about even in 
the second half but Granite got away with one 
end run touchdown play to give a final score of 
Alton 7, Granite City 25. 

October 30 found Madison’s Trojans on the 
local field and although Coach Jackson used 36 
players the Redbirds scored six touchdowns 
and extra point on five of them. Touchdowns 
scored by Beall, Moore, Aulabaugh, Robinson, 
Goss, and Jansen. The final score read Alton 41, 
Madison 7- 

November 6 found Edwardsville’s Tigers in 
Alton and fully determined to win. However, 
good defensive play by the Redbirds including 
grand punting by Harrison stopped the Tigers 
until late in the fourth quarter. In the mean- 
time Beall and Jansen had scored for Alton. 
The final read Alton 12, Edwardsville 6. 

November 13 found the Redbirds in the 
Oilers’ den. Season records forecast an even 
chance for Wood River. Before the first quarter 


ended Smith had connected with Aulabaugh 
for a touchdown pass. The backfield had 
used ground football from the Alton 4 to the 
the Wood River 42 when all of a sudden the 
touchdown pass whizzed by the Oilers. No 
further scoring occurred until early in the 
fourth quarter when Jansen sneaked through 
for a touchdown. Only a few minutes later 
Eldon Smith scored for Alton. Now the Oilers 
put over their lone touchdown, but enough 
time remained in the game for Alton to carry 
the ball to the Oilers ten and here again the 
Smith to Aulabaugh pass combination clicked. 
The score: Alton 24, Wood River 7- 

Thanksgiving Day renewed the contest be- 
tween Western Military and the Redbirds. 
Alton had enjoyed a better season than Western 
but it looked like a good game was in store for 
the fans. When the first half ended 0-0 it ap- 
peared that this might be the final score. The 
Redbird players felt otherwise and late in the 
third quarter McCarroll spun around on the 
70 yard line until he had Western groggy. Then

Bob started south and ended his run in Western's 
end zone with Alton's first six points. All this 
set-up was made possible after Harrison inter- 
cepted a Western pass. Following the touch- 
down, Western drove to Alton’s 1 foot line. 
Trying a line buck on fourth down, Western 
found Beall and Harrison had stopped them 2 
feet farther away on the 1 yard line. In a brief 
period of time the crowd was surprised to see 
McCarroll score again. Western fumbled on 
their 33 on the first play following out punt. 
In three line plays, McCarroll — Jansen — McCar- 
roll and Bob scored touchdown number 3 for 
his credit and Alton’s glory. Western received 
the Alton punt and returned to their 28. Hete 
they elected to pass but Hechler intercepted. 
Five plays and McCarroll scored his and Alton’s 
fourth touchdown. Western was having a hard 
time getting beyond their 40 yard line. A punt 
of Western was blocked and Harrison scooped 
it up. He reached pay dirt ahead of Western 
for their fight was gone. Now the army had 
been licked 12 times straight by Alton High. 
Final score: Alton 33, Western 0.

Basketball - 1942-1943 

Harold Shapiro, Coach 


The 1942- 43 basketball season found Harold 
Shapiro as head basketball coach. Shapiro 
had played college basketball at Illinois and 
after graduating there had coached for a year 
at Potomac, Illinois, where he had made a 
successful start in coaching. 

The Redbirds journeyed to Jerseyville for the 
first game of the season. It was a 44-31 win 
for Alton and an early season optimism for 
basketball sprang up. This hope began to fade 
when Gillespie opened the Redbird home 
basketball season by pulling away to a safe 
lead in the fourth quarter and we lost 39-28. 
This was the first in a series of seven losses 
before the Redbirds crashed through for a win. 
Following the loss to Gillespie the Belleville 
quintet furnished the next opposition and after 
a close first half score the Maroons pulled 
away for a 41-28 win. East St. Louis closed 
the basketball play before Christmas by de- 
feating the Redbirds 40-26 in a game that lost 
its closeness in the final quarter. 

The Redbirds opened conference play after 
the holidays at Granite City and held a 9 point 
margin at the start of the final quarter. The 
score stood 28-28 at the end of 32 minutes of 
play and Granite outscored us 7 to 3 in the 
overtime play and won 35-31- Wood River 
was next on the schedule and although played 
at Alton the Redbirds lost 37-25. Collinsville 
proved to be too strong for Alton and defeated 
us 38-22. At Edwardsville our boys scored 
enough to win an average ball game but the 
Tigers clawed away to a 54-41 win over the 
Redbirds. 

Madison was our victim at home in our next 
game and every Redbird combination scored 
and the final score gave Alton a 59-22 win. 
The long looked for trip to Decatur was next 
in line for the Redbirds. Decatur was rated 
among the first ten teams in the State and it 
appeared as if a Redbird slaughter was at 
hand. However, the Alton boys played one 
of the best games of the season and Decatur 
was glad to get off with a 32-29 win in a game 
which was either team’s meat until the last 20 
seconds of the game. However, it started the 
Redbirds on an eight game losing streak and 
Belleville put on the second stinger of this 
series of losses by a 44-21 count. Another non- 
conference game rolled along when Greenville 
kept to her winning ways and defeated us 48-28. 

In our return game with East St. Louis they 
never gave us a chance and led by a comfort- 
able margin all the way. Final count gave us 
35 to East Side’s 60. In our return game with 
Wood River the Redbirds gave the Oilers a 


fast game and were on the Oilers heels for the 
first half — but Wood River couldn’r be stopped 
in the second half and won 54-38. Granite 
City dropped into the Redbird den and were 
supposed to have an easy time of it. However, 
the Redbirds went to work and led until 
the final minute of regulation time when 
Granite tied the score. We missed a foul 
shot after the gong which let Granite into an 
overtime game where they won by scoring 6 
points in the overtime to Alton’s 0. The 
return game with Collinsville, who now led 
and eventually won the conference crown, was 
too much for Alton and we lost 52-22. Ed- 
wardsville Tigers came to Alton intent on 
winning a game on our floor — something they 
had not been able to do in more than ten years. 
They “done it" this time 53-34. The final 
game of the regular season was played at 
Madison and for 3 quarters Madison led. Late 
in the fourth quarter the Redbirds gained a 
one point advantage which they held and won 
40-39. 

Redbird chances in conference play were 
choked off when we drew the Oilers. The 
Redbirds led scoring for the first 12 minutes of 
play but then the Oilers took over command 
and won 58-25- This loss is somewhat reduced 
in sting by the fact that the Oilers went into 
the second round of play in the State finals.

The Alton Chapter of the National Honor 
Society was organized in 1927. Since this 
time it has become one of the most prominent 
of the school. A great deal of this success is 
due to Miss Cates, a sponsor since the founding 
of the society, who worked unceasingly for the 
club until the time of her death. 

When Miss Cates was forced to leave school 
in November, her substitute, Mrs. Mitchell, 
temporarily assumed the sponsorship of the 
society.

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A Resume of 1942-43 


When we students arrived at school on 
September 2, 1942, we found many new faces 
among the faculty as well as the student body. 
We found Messrs., Santoro and Grammaticoff 
ready to teach us our Spanish day by day. 
The Social Science field gave us Mr. Wollerman 
and Miss Ahe. Miss Brennecke and Mr. Camp- 
bell were on hand to teach us the new X2 — -Y=4 
or Math. Miss Tibbetts-and Miss Guller were 
on hand to bolster the commercial department. 
Miss Tucker was the new biology teacher and 
the tenth new faculty member was Mr. Shapiro. 
Shapiro had classes in gym and assisted in 
coaching football and coached basketball. 

We soon noted many absentees among the 
faculty and inquiry disclosed the following bits 
of information. Mr. Wood was principal at 
Edwardsville and Miss Wempen was taking 
care of a sister in California who was very ill. 
Messrs. Ihne and Walraven were over on the 
hill at East Junior High with Mr. Ihne as 
principal. Mr. Vasey was in the army in 
Colorado and Mr. Thompson was working at 
Western Cartridge Co. Mr. Geddes was with 
the future army at Western Military Academy. 
Mr. Rich was now teaching shorthand and 
typing in a Naval Training School in Indian- 


apolis, Indiana. Miss Lodge was teaching her 
Spanish at Northwestern University. 

As the school year progressed death claimed 
Miss Jennie Cates. The army called Mr. Bruno 
in April while Miss Sheppard left us in March 
and became the bride of a former teacher when 
she married Lt. W. L. Bailey, April 4. Mr. 
Deason secured a position in Southwest High 
in Detroit and Mr. Shapiro became athletic 
director of the Y.M.H.A. in St. Louis. At the 
end of the first semester Mr. Grammaticoff 
returned to Normandy, St. Louis County, 
Missouri, io teach Spanish in his home high 
school — only two blocks from home. 

Mr. Ingles came to us from Mulberry Grove 
in Bond County to the place left vacant by the 
death of Miss Cates. He moved on to the 
gym and coaching work vacated by Mr. Shapiro. 
Mr. Vasey returned and took over the history 
classes vacated by Mr. Ingles. Mrs. Klaas 
took over Mr. Deason’s classes in general 
science; Mrs. Brazel completed Mr. Bruno's 
work; Mrs. Guy Wimmer finished the year 
for Miss Sheppard; Mrs. Rodgers took a part 
of the Spanish classes left by Mr. Grammaticoff 
(and Miss Blackard the others).
